Of necessity, it 
will show the operations of publica- 
tion but the principal aimof the pro- 
duction will be to emphasi:f: how 
vitally the paper and its editor and 
staff enter into community life and 
activities. Rather than leap from 
one place to another and try to 
cover all of the hundreds of weekly 
newspapers in the Dominion—a pro- 
cess that would result in confusion 
and defeat the purpose of the film-— 
the production wil] ventre around a 
single publication and use it to tell 
the story of al] weeklies, Morten 
Parker, NFB director and his pro- 
duction crew spent several weeks film- 
ing the community and neighboring 
countryside at Vernon, B.C., concen- 
trating on the Vernon News, The

December Survey 
Canadian Livestock 
Now In Pregress 


During the last week of Novem- 
ber thousands of farmers throughout 
Canada will receive live stock and 
poultry survey forms with a request 
to fil] in the information concerning 
the live stock operations on their own 
farms, The agricultural division of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics in 
co-operation with the several pro- 
vineia] departments of agriculture is 
collecting this inforamtion. ‘From the 
returns reveived from farmers esti- 
mates of the number of live stock in 
Canada at December 1, 1947 wil] be 
obtained. In addition, information will 
be obtained with respect to the dis- 
posiion of live sock during the last 
six months i.e, marketings, killed on 
farms, and natural deaths, Questions 
are also being asked about future in- 
tentions to market, 

As in former years the success of 
the survey will depend to a great ex- 
tent upon the co-operation received 
from farmers in filling out and re 
turning the forms, A large numper 
of returns is needed in order that a 
representative sample of the live 
stock industry may be obtained for 
each of the provinces. From this 
sample it is possible to estimate the 
changes in numbers from the year prae 
vious. This year the bureau is in- 
troducing a new type of form which 
will be easier for the farmer to fill 
out, 


The information obtained from 
this survey is used extensively through 
out the year. ‘The world food and 
agriculture organization depends upon 
the bureau tosupply up-to-date figures 
on Canada’s agricultural industry. 
The bureau is also the offical source 
of statistical information which is 
used by governments, farm ongani- 
zations and industry to plan future 
operations, It is in the farmers own 
interest that’ a true picture of farm 
conditions be obtained and for ‘this 
reason his co-operation is solicited to 
complete and return the forms as 
soon as possible, 

The information that farmers pro - 
vide to the bureau is kept strictly con- 
fidential. The farmer is protected Ly 
law against misuse of his returns and 
his individual form is seen only by 
workers in the Dominion and ro- 
vincial agricultura] statistical officas.

‘An Encouraging Report 


THERE ARE A NUMBER OF WAYS in which the prosperity of a 
country may be measured, The amounts of bank deposits, the volume of 
foreign and domestic trade, and the values of industrial stocks are all indi- 
cations of the financial status of a nation, Another index of prosperity is 
employment. No country with a large percentage of the population out of 
work can be considered to be flourishing industrially or financially, while, 
on the other hand, a high rate of employment is looked upon as an indica- 
tion of prosperity, During the depression which followed the financial crash 
of 1929, unemployment in this country reached alarming proportions, The 
situation was gradually improving when the war came and thousands of 
men and women were absorbed into the armed services and into war in- 
dustries 


6 At that time, when record tevels of employment were 
Figures Show reached, there was some anxiety as to what would 

happen after the war, when those who were demo- 
An Increase bilized from the services, together with workers from 
war plants, would again be requiring regular employment. Although the 
wartime demand for labor has not continued, there has been no serious un- 


employment situation so far, and recent figures given out by the Dominion | 


Bureau of Statistics show that at the end of August, this year, more than 
5,000,000 Canadians were employed. This marked an increase of approxi- 
mately 187,000 over the number employed in May of this year, and 150,000 
more than the total of employed workers in August, 1946, The number of 
unemployed at the time of the survey amounted to 73,000, and this figure 
was reported to be close to the lowest level of unemployment reached dur- 
ing the war years. 
* 
The survey, which was commenced on the 18th of 
Survey Covers August, of this year, was part of the eighth quar- 
. terly review of labor conditions in Canada, The 
Large Section report was based on observations made on a scien- 
tifically chosen cross-section of approximately one per cent, of the civilian 
population living outside of institutions. Some 25,000 households, selected 
at random in all parts of the country, were interviewed to secure material 
for the report, which is a most encouraging one, Seasonal drops in the 
demand for labor in agriculture, and other industries where the need for 
workers is not always the same, are to be expected, but it appears that in 
spite of factors such as that, Canada is now maintaining a high level of 
employment and this is one very significant indication of the measure of 
prosperity which we are enjoying at this time.

Alberta Oil 
Output May — 
Supply Canada 


For First Time In Five 
Years Oil Production 
On The Increase 


(By Lorne Bruce, C.P.) 

EDMONTON.—For the first time 
in five years Alberta’s oil production 
is on the increase and with the still- 
|undefined Leduc sector of the Ed-' 
|monton field already a major pro- 
|ducing area, oilmen now are consid- 
ering the possibility of this province 
| turning out enough crude to meet all 
| Canada’s requirements, 
At present Canada produces only 
| about 10 per cent. of its total crude 
oil needs and a sharp upward spurt 
lin production would be needed to sat- 
l isfy domestic demands but an official 


| Alberta government report says that 
lin the immediate future the advance 
in production should become “spec- 
| tacular”, 

| Chief cause for optimism is the 
| finding of oil at a well 214 miles west 
|of the western boundary of the Le- 
‘duc field. This practically doubled 
| the field’s size and it now contains a 
proven area equal to that of Turner 
Valley, one of North America’s ma- 
jor fields. 

Production from the 32-year-old 
Turner Valley field has been declin- 
ing steadily since it reached a peak 
of 10,000,000 barrels in 1942 but the 
decrease has been stopped and an 
upward rise started by boosted pro- 
duction from the Leduc, Lloydmins- 
ter and Princess fields. 

The provincial government’s oil 
statistician predicts that ‘1948 is ex- 
pected to witness the most outstand- 
ing advance in production.” 

Already Leduc, just southwest of 
|Edmonton’s city limits, has 15 oil 
| wells, all major producers of high 
‘quality oil, and three others now 
| drilling have shown promise of com- 
ing into production within a short 
| time.

Pure Seed Pays 


{t is impossible and unnecessary 
fo enumerate and enlarge upon all 
the advantages to be gained by the 
use of pure seed of recommended 
varieties. It is important to remem- 
ber, however, that off-types and 
inixtures in field erops may be a 
source of serious loss just as are culls 
in poultry and serubs in livestock. 

Some kinds of mixtures may enuse 
loss in yield. Furthermore, they are 
frequently responsible for lowering 
the commercial grade. Both of these 
losses are very important. They 
directly affeet the pocketbook of too 
many prairie farmers. 

The belief held in some quarters 
that varicties automatically deteri- 


orate in time is fals Varieties 
deteriorate only as fast as the mix- 
tures in them inerease. If ptirity is 
maintained, and diseases are con- 


trolled, seed need not be renewed. 

How Can the Farmer Be Assured 
of Getting Good Seed? A farmer 
can be sure he is getting good seed if 
he purchases Registered or Certified 
seed of the most suitable varicties 
Both classes of seed are subject t 
crop inspection *by governmen 
officials and must meet a very high 
standard of purity. Germination 
and purity tests in government 
laboratories, followed by further 
inspection in the sack, provide assur- 
ance that the seed is up to grade. 

Unless complete replacement is 
necessary due to the crop being 
badly mixed, diseased, or of an 
unsuitable varicty, it is wise and 
economical to buy a small quantity 
of the best seed available for increase 
in a special seed plot. This seed plot 
would then be the source of suf- 
ficient pure seed for the general crop 
the following year.
